I flew in the Nine-O-Nine a couple years or so ago, when they were in 
Chino. Most fun I've ever had while fully clothed. It's worth every 
penny. It was a real E-ticket ride! 


I thought the Collings' B-24 was the All American? Do they have 
another one? 


> I don't think there was a padded seat in the whole plane. 


Aw, seats are for sittin'! They have you strap in sitting on the floor 
back in the waist or in the radio room for landing and takeoff, but 
you have the run of the plane for most of the flight. If you don't 
like heights, that bombardier's chair up in the nose bubble is pretty 
exciting. You can stick your head out the top window in the radio room 
and see what 170 MPH wind feels like (it feels a lot like being 
watched by a BC-384, but much windier). If you poke your head up into 
the sextant bubble window in the nose area and look backwards, you can 
see the pilot and copilot through the windscreen. Not the sort of 
thing you get to see in your typical commercial flight. We flew fairly 
low, through some of the sparsely-populated, hilly areas near Chino. I 
think we startled a few cows. 


> This one has about 2,000 hours on it and actually saw duty in Europe 
> during the latter part of the war. 


Hmm, I thought their plane never quite saw combat action, and was 
outfitted with water tanks for fire-bombing service after the war. I 
could be wrong, though. The real Nine-O-Nine was scrapped after the 
war, unfortunately. 


The original radios might not have been operational, but at least they 
were there. A lot of the warbird folks don't care about the original 
radios, and pull them out. I've seen B-17 innards that were a lot less 
complete than the Collings plane. 


You've definitely, positively, absolutely gotta fly on that there 
flying boatanchor (or the B-24, if that's more up your alley). Don't 
worry about the $300, you can always sell your car if necessary. :-)

I have two pairs of Brandes "Superior, Matched Tone" earphones (better 
than 'headset'). 


One is in pristine condition. I keep this pair. The other surfaced 
during the current garage cleaning. 


Condition of set number two: Both earphones and the cord are in good 
shape; one tip jack (remember tip jacks??) needs a bit of work. Each 
earphone measures 1000 ohms, for a total of 2K across the tips. 


I don't believe the headband is an original, as it has no cloth 
covering. It does have a friction spring pressing on the earphone holder 
bar for adjustment; my other pair has a cloth-covered headband that has 
a knurled adjustment on each earphone holder shaft.
